WILSON WORKS TO SAVE 
DEMOCRACY IN RUSSIA 


Objects of the Expedition 
Will Be Outlined in State- 
ment the President Will 
Make to People of United 
States. 


London, July 22.—The Japanese 
diplomatic council has agreed to the 
American proposal for joint interven- 
tion by Japan and the United States in 
Siberia, says a Central News dispatch 
from Tokio under date of July 17. 

A proclamation will be issued assur- 
ing Russia that the entente has no 
aggressive designs in intervening in 
Siberia, the dispatch adds. 

It is probable that a relief commis- 
sion will accompany the joint expedi- 
tion, it is stated. 

A dispatch to The Times from Tokio 
dated July 17 quotes a report that 
the Seiyu-Kai party is yielding and will 
accept the government's proposals re- 
garding intervention. It is added ot 
the government has forbidden the 
press to report movements of troops. 
‘and other material information. 

A Pekin dispatch of July. 17. to The 
Times says that the character of the 
contemplated allied action at Viadivos- 
tok has caused lively satisfaction 
there. 

WILSON TO ANNOUNCE 
INTERVENTION PLAN. 


Washington, July 22.—Plans of the 
United States for participation in the 
expedition to give military aid to Rus- 
‘gia are expected to be announced in a 
public statement by President Wilson 
very soon, probably before the end of 
the week. 

The statement, it is understood, will 
be of a very explicit nature, beside 
making there the means of the aid to 
be extended, that the United States has 
only unselfish motives, and intends to 
stand firmly beside the Russian people 
in their fight for a democracy. The 
sending of economic aid also will be 
announced in the president’s state- 
ment, but the personnel of the com- 
mission probably will not be. 

Other plans for the military expedi- 
tion to be conducted jointly by the 
United States and Japan, with Great 
Britain and France, it is understood, 
do not at this time contemplate the 
reconstruction of the western front as 
a battle line to draw German troops 
from the west. 

The objects of the expedition, as they 
will be outlined in detail in President 
Wilson’s statement, W pe personally 
is preparing, will de tect Ameri- 
can interests, the interests of the Rus- 
an people themselves in their fight 
for democracy, and for the safeguard- 
ing of vast supplies which will be sent 
to Russia as part of the program for 
economic aid. 

The president's statement will be the 
official announcement to the world of 
the decisions which have been referred 
to im recent news ‘dispatches from 
Tokio and London. No official an- 
nouncements have been made before, 
it is understood, because the United 
States has been awaiting official word 
from Tokio of the acceptance of its 
proposals which are understood to dif- 
fer somewhat from those advanced by 
Great Britain and France. So far as 
could be learned no official communica- 
tions from Japan had arrived today, 
but they have been forecast in the As-

In Fighting Germans 


Uncle Sam’s Red Soldiers 
Just as Adept in France as 
in Their Native Western 
Haunts. 
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Aisne-Marne Front, July 22.—(By the 


selves to the conditions of the country. 
They soon became just as cunning as 
in their native western haunts. This 
is illustrated by an incident when the 
Germans were withdrawing across the 
Marne. Indian scouts, with  Ameri- 
cans, were sent over the river to. as- 
certain the German movements and 
other details. 

At one crossing three Indians im- 
provised a raft and chained it to the 
north side of the Marne. They hid 
the raft and then started on an ex- 
ploring expedition. The Germans dis- 
covered the strange footprints on the 
river bank and came upon the raft. 
They awaited the Indians’ return. But, 
after reconnoitering, the Indians ap- 
proached their hidden raft. cautiously, 
and scenting trouble, made a hasty re- 
treat. : 

The Germans realized that these 
strange red men were not of their kind, 
and must, therefore, be an enemy, gnd 
began firing. The Indians ran through 
the woods like deer, and finally struck 
for the water, in an endeavor to reach 
the south side. 

These Indians, reared along the riv- 
ers, swim like Hawaiians, and are able 
to remain below the surface for a 
long time. The Germans saw splashes 


in the water and began firing. The 
Indians dived and swam down stream 
under water. When they came to the 
surface for air they brought up ahand- 
ful of ‘clay which they grabbed from 
the river bottom and with ‘this they 
camouflaged their hands and face 
while on the surface for a brief breath- 
aoe, * spell. a 

inally the Indians reached the sout 
bank far below the Germans, the cur- 
rent - assisting them very materially. 
Then they crawled back and peered 
through the bushes and watched the 
Germans séeking the bronzed figures 
who, apparently, had been drowned. 
The Germans, thoroughly angered, shot 
the raft to pieces.

MANY ARMY OFFICERS 
UNDER SURVEILLANCE 


And Probably Will Be Ar- 
rested Soon in Washing- 
ton and Other Cities—Sev- 
enteen Officials of New 
York Factories Arrested 
Already.

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New York, July 22.—Extensive con- 
spiracies involving bribery and graft 
in connection with army contracts for 
rubber rain coats sent to soldiers in 
France were disclosed tonight by de- 
partment of justice officials, simul- 
taneously with the arrest of 17 officers 
and employees of 15 manufacturing 
companies in New York and Brooklyn 
on charges of bribery, fraud or con- 
Spiracy. 

Army officers of the quartermaster’s 
corps involved in the graft now are 
j under surveillance and probably will 
be arrested soon in Washington or other 
“cities where their duties as purchasing 


‘agents or inspectors take them. 
Many Tainted Contracts. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
lraincoat contracts are tainted with 
fraud already undovered by department 
‘of justice agents, and other disclosures 
‘affecting army orders for clothing, sol- 
diers’ equipment, machinery and sup- 
plies and involving arrests on criminal 
‘charges may be made soon, it 
learned. 

Most army officers at whom the fin- 
ger of suspicion points are of the lower 
ranks, but a few of the ranks of major 
and colonel are said to be under in- 
vestigation. Department of justice of- 
ficials tonight declined to indicate 
whether they believed any great pro- 
| portion of army contracts were obtained 
by bribery or other fraud, but declared 
many millions of dollars worth of goods 
have been delivered on suspicious con- 
tracts. 

Direct bribery of unnamed army offi- 
cers who had charge of letting con- 
tracts or inspecting goods is charged 
against a number of those arrested to- 
night.

Intimidated Inspectors. 
It was announced that in some cases 


civilian inspectors of raincodts by 
threatening to use influence in Wash- 
ington to obtain their dismissal if they 
did not approve the coats manufac- 
tured.

Mary's river, 61 miles 


fail to obtain raincoat contracts, which | to be 


WILSON TO PROTEST 
AGANST MOB LAM 


* 


Germany Has Made Dam- 
aging Use of the Praeger 
and Other Cases in Mexico 
and in Europe. 


Washington, July 22.—Deeply con- 
cerned by manifestations of mob spirit 
in widely separated parts of the land, 
President Wilson is. about to issue a 
statement to his countrymen calling 
upon them to respect the restraints of 
law and. order in dealing with those 
whom they suspect of being enemy 
aliens within their midst. 

The president’s pronouncement prob- 
ably will take the form ‘of the open 
personal statement, similar to that 
which he issued at the beginning of 
the world war, urging his countrymen 
to observe a true neutrality. 

One particular episode which has dis- 
turbed the president and the cabinet 
much was the hanging of Robert P. 
Praeger at Collinsville, III., last April. 
The incident was discussed in the Ger- 
man reichstag, and it was reported from 
Amsterdam that Germany was sending 
a protest through diplomatic channels. 
The state department, however, never 
has announced receiving one. , 

Now the government has learned that 
Germany has made wide and damag- 
ing use of the Praeger case and others 
of a similar nature, throughout Mexico 
and South America, and even in Europe, 
where propaganda has been at work 
to controvert the president’s pro- 
nouncements of justice for all. 

President Wilson is said by close 
advisers to regard the situation as one 
with mob spirit operating under guise 
of patriotism. Some of the president’s 
friends say he regards it not only as a 
dangerous evil, but as a disgrace, be- 
cause it strikes at the nation’s morale, 
and spreads the propaganda which rep- 
resents the United States as fighting for 
democracy abroad and countenancing 
its destruction at hore. 

The president’s statement, it is said, 
will be a very earnest and solemn one, 
urging all to leave disloyalty or sus- 
pected disloyalty to the regular pro- 
cesses of law. 


ST. MARY'S CANAL 


HELD FEASIBLE 


Building of Inland Water- 
ways Through South Geor- 
gia Urged as War Measure 
by Committee. 


The executive committee of the Mis- 
sissippi, Gulf and Atlantic Canal asso- 
ciation, named at the organization of 
that association on June 11, at St. 
Mary’s Ga., has just completed a series 
of meetings in Atlanta and issued a 
statement of findings to the governor, 
as chairman of the State Council of 
Defense, the governor having called 
the convention from which the or- 
ganization sprung. : 

The committee, after hearing expert 
testimony on the subject of a barge 
canal from the Atlantic to the gulf, has 
reached the conclusion that such a 
canal cah be built quickly and that 
the total cost of construction would 
be less than the cost of a single track 
railroad from the coal fields of Ala- 
bama.to tidewater. The construction 
of this canal would place the port at 
Cumberland Sound in direct touch with 
these coal fields, thus assuring the 
transportation of coal to a great coal 
port in southeast Georgia at a mini- 
mum freight rate. 

The committee’s statement goes into 
detail as to the importance of this 
project, its feasibility, the cost and time 
necessary for construction, the rea- 
sons for construction, etc.

The Ger- 
mans at some points are counter at- 
tacking desperately, but thelr efforts 
thus far have proved fttile in more 
than impeding the advance. 

Further ground has been gained by 
the allied forces south of Soissons, in 
the center of the line along the Ourca 
river and north and east of Chateau 
Thierry. Additional large numbers of 
Germans have been made prisoners and 
numbers of guns and quantities of war 
materials have been captured.

FROM SOISSONS 
CLEAR TO RHEIMS 


London, July 22.—The French troops 
in Champagne, between the River 
Suippes and Massiges, have regained all 
their old front line, according to ad- 
vices reaching London this evening. 


Hard fighting: is proceeding in all 
sections of the line from Soissons to 
Rheims, according to dispatches reach- 
ing London this afternoon, but always 
with the allies on the offensive, and the 
Germans ‘fighting desperately to save 
what they can before the on- rush.

Paris, July 22.—Heavy. German coun- 
ter attacks launched for the purpose 
of checking the progress of the allies 
between the Marne and the Oured to- 
day were without avail, according to 
the war office announcement ton ght, 
and the French and British made fur- 
ther advances in the region of La 
Croix and Grisolles, as well as north- 
east of Mont St. Pere.

“During the course of the day the 
Germans attempted by powerful coun- 
ter attacks to check our progress be- 
tween the Marne and the Ourcq. The 
Franco-American troops resisted all 
these assaults and increased their 
gains, advancing beyond the heights 
east of La Croix and Grisolles, taking 
the village of Epiedes and gaining 
ground northeast of Mont St. Pere. 

“Between the Marne and Rheims 
there was stiff fighting which gained 
no results for the enemy. We main- 
tained our lines in the Courton wood

“Further north British troops made 
an advance, capturing 200 prisoners 
and forty machine guns. 

“North of the Ourcq and in Cham- 
pagne front great artillery activity is 
reported, but there was no infantry 
action.”’

“During the night the Germans lim- 
ited their reaction to artillery bom-

“Between the Ourcq and the Marne 
we have broken strong counter attacks 
by the Germans in the region from 
Griselles to Bezu-St. Germaine.

„Aviation— The activity of our bomb- 
ing machines was maintained at high 
pitch July 21. During day and night 
expeditions fifty tons of projectiles 
were dropped on enemy railroad com- 
munications, cantonments and bivouacs 
in the valley of the Vesle and the 
Ardre. 

“The stations at Laon, Fismes, Berry- 
au-Bac and Fere-en-Tardenois crowd- 
ed with troops and convoys were the 
objects of very violent bombardments. 
A great fire followed by several ex- 
Plosions, was observed. Another fire 
broke out in the Fismes ‘station. 


“Tens of thousands of cartridges 


were fired at German troops and bat- 


teries, which were silenced in the re- 
gion of Courmont, Roncheres and Vil- 
leneuve the same day. Our aviators 
brought down nine enemy machines. 

“Bastern Theater, July 21.—There 
was reciprocal artillery activity on the 
lower Struma, west of the Vardar to 
Srka di Legen, and in the Serbian 
sector. On the Struma a Greek re- 
connoitering party dispersed a Bul- 
garian detachment and brought back 
six prisoners. North of the Devoli our 
troops captured Austrian positions on 
the River Holta and took 100 prisoners, 
three of them officers, and six machine 
guns. AlHed aviators carried out sev- 
eral bombardments in the regions of 
Seres and Pogradetz.” 


BRITISH GAIN 
MORE GROUND. 


London, July 22.—Further ound 
has been gained by the British in the 
Hebuterne region, on the front between 
Albert and Arras, the war office an- 
nounced today. The British, likewise 
in conjunction with the French, carrie 
out a successful enterprise to the south 
of Villers-Bretonneux, east of Amiens, 
in which prisoners were taken.

Berlin, July 22.— (Via London.)—The 
war office claims that the fighting in 
France resulted in a “complete success 
for the German arms.” 

The official statement issued today 
described numerous heavy operation on 
all parts of the salient between Sois- 
sons and Rheims, and declares that all 
assaults of allied forces were repulsed.

New York, July 23.—(Special.)—

‘of the armies of Kluck and Buelow 
from the battlefield of the Marne in 
‘the second week of September. 1914, 
snd under conditions reproducing those 
lof the earlier period, a beaten German 
army is retiring from the Marne. The 
objective of Boehm is the objective of 
| Kluck four years ago. He is seeking 
to escape the deadly embrace of two 
victorious allied armies and to estab- 
lish his front behind the Vesle or the 
Aisne, where he can make a new stand. 

The German offersive was defeated 
on Thursday of last week; it was 
broken by the counter thrust of Foch 
The events since Friday 
| nave compelled a German retreat. 
which has already brought about the 
evacuation of the south bank of the 
Marne and is now becoming a general 
[withdrawal from the whole Marne 
‘front and the abandonment of the 
gains made in the May offensive. 

In Same Fix as Von Kiuck. 

The problem of the Germans since 
last Friday has been throughout the 
problem of Kluck four years ago. To 
protect their right flank while their 
center was drawn out of a difficult 
and dangerous position. And to do this 
the German’ has been violently and 
frequently counter-attacking on all 
the fronts between Soissons and Cha- 
teau Thierry. He lost Chateau Thierry 
on Sunday, and this sealed the fall of 
his position on the south bank of the 
Marne. He has so far failed to retake 
the heights above Soissons, and unless 
he succeeds in the immediate future 
he will have to evacuate the city and 
all the territory south of a line fol- 
lowing the Aisne and the road to 
Rheims. 2 

What this retreat means on the mili- 
tary side is clear. The enemy has 
been deprived of that front from which 
he hoped to make a wide swinging at- 
tack upon Paris between the Oise and 
the Marne. He is losing his control 
of the Paris-Nancy railroad, which he 
cut in the first days of June. The 
most important line of French com- 
munication between the capital and 
the eastern front. He may, and proba- 
bly will, escape, as he did four years 
ago, without the loss of any consider- 
able organized portion of his army, but 
he has already lost several times as 
many prisoners, and several times as 
many guns as he did at the first battle 
of the Marne, and his forces are re- 
treating in far greater disorder. 

Retreat to Aisne Likely. 

It is conceivable that the Germans 
will be able to rally on the line of the 
Ourcq river, half way between the 
Marne and the Vesle and the first nat- 
ural obstacle to the allied advance. 
This is exceedingly unlikely because 
the flank of the American troops is 
advancing on both banks of this river. 
Failing here he must go back to the 
Vesle, and this means the total extinc- 
tion of the Rheims-Soissons salient. 
Nor is it certain that he can stand at 
the+Vesle and the logical and natural 
expectation now would be for a re- 
treat to the Aisne to the ground where 
Kluck stood on September 13, 1914. 

In this situation what will be the 
enemy’s next move? It is highly improb- 
able that he will undertake any at- 
tack toward Paris against the difficult 
country between the Oise and the 
Aisne. He has been defeated on the 
east side of the present operative front 
in his attack upon General Gauraud be- 
tween Rheims and Argonne—defeated 
so completely as to make a renewal of 
the offensive unlikely. 

His. choice would now seem to be be- 
tween accepting the defensive, which 
is a confession of defeat for the whole 
campaign, and launching an attack 
upon the British between the Somme 
and the sea. In a word, having lost 
the road to Paris, there remains now, 
as in 1914, the opportunity to seek the 
channel ports and reopen the contest 
‘which he lost decisively to General 
Foch in the battles of the Yser-Ypres 
in October and November, 1914, 

Greatest German Defeat. 

What is going on now in the quad 
lateral between the Marne, the Aisr 
the Rheims salient and the Soissons- 
Chateau Thierry front is a series of 
violent rear guard attacks by the Ger- 
mans, designed to hold back pursuit 
while the territory is being evacuated 
of heavy artillery, munitions and 
troops. The Germans have abandoned 
all hope of regaining lost ground or 
of holding imperilled positions per- 
manently. What we are seeing are 
the normal circumstances of a forced 
retreat, after a military defeat which 
has not resulted in the destruction of 
the losing army. So far the German 
has had his offensive wrecked and a 
counter offensive has compelled his 
retreat out of the most 
ground gained in the whole campaign

apparent promise of success. 

But if there is still a clear limit to 
the extent of the military defeat Ger- 
many has suffered, the moral disaster 
already reaches the level of the first 
battle of the Marne. : 

Amertea Arrived in Time; 

The doom of the German campaign 
of 1918 seems definitely sealed. A skil- 
ful retreat to the Aisne will leave the 
Germans about where he was four 
years ago next September, with only 
his minor gains in Picardy and Flan- 
ders to balance a loss this year which 
must approximate a million casualties. 
He has failed to get his decision in his 
allotted time now, as he failed to get it 
in the opening days of the war. The 
American soldiers who shared with the 
French the glory of the present vic- 
tory gave ultimate proof that America 
had arrived in time and that the con- 
sequences of the Russian collapse have 
been liquidated without evil conse- 
quences to us or to our allies. |

‘Pertussis, or whooping cough, is a

THE SECOND MARNE. 


The Marne river seems to be the im- 
pregnable bulwark to protect civilization and 
humanity from the evil designs and the as- 
saults of autocracy and Prussian barbarism. 

Four years ago the hordes of the Hun 
concentrated the strength resulting from 
twenty-five years of preparation in a colos- 
gal drive across France, with Paris the ob- 
jective. 

Then there were the mighty German 
armies, prepared, equipped, trained, muni- 
tioned as no national fighting force kad ever 
been before in the history of the world; and 
opposed to that overpowering force were the 
armies of two nations that were not pre- 
pared! : 

It seemed humanly impossible that the 
invaders could be checked short of their ob- 
jective; but they were. 

They were stopped not more than 
eighteen miles from Paris; but they were 
stopped on the Marne—and driven back“ 

At that time there was an eastern as well 
as a western battle front; and as soon as 
Russia collapsed the Hun proceeded to dis- 
pose of his opposition in the east, reasoning 
to his own satisfaction that, with the exemy 
in the east out of the way he could concen- 
trate all, instead of only a part of his forces 


‘in another Herculean drive southwestward 


a drive which, with his eastern and western 
forces combined, could not fail! 

Consequently, in due time and after de- 
‘berate preparations—after the enemy had 
consumed all of the time he demanded in 
preparations to the last detail—choosing his 
own place, and his own day and hour, he 
struck again. 

“On to Paris!” was the battle cry of the 


‘pecond drive, as it had been of the first. 


Considerable headway again was made. 
The enemy was refreshed, reinforced and 
more powerful than before. 

But it was a different force that he en- 
countered this time. The defenders were no 
longer weak and unprepared; and then, too, 
when the invaders started the second time to 
cut and blast their way to Paris they found 


‘a new power standing in their way, and 


America, despite the Hun sneers and dis- 
paragements, proved to be a foe of the most 
formidable type. 

And again the barbarian hosts of autoc- 
racy were stunned and stopped—again on 
the Marne! 

Thus, it seems that the Marne is destined 
to stand in the history of the world as sym- 
bolizing the stumbling block of modern-day 
despotism and the end of autocracy. 

When the Prussian invaders were 
stopped on the Marne four years ago the feat 
was looked upon as almost miraculous, 
Everything was in the invaders’ favor—num.- 
bers, munitions, equipment, years of train- 
ing and preparation—everything except 
right; and when they reached the Marne 
they stopped as though, the hand of God-Al- 
mighty had stayed them! 

; And again at the Marne Providence orte 
Wore interposes—but back of a force far 
greater than that which faced the hordes of 


the barbarians four years ago. 


It is in the great scheme of things, it 
would appear, that the Marne is to forever 
stand as the line marking the Hun's nearest 
approach to Paris and world dominion, and 
it is extremely doubtful, considering the 
rapidity with which the forces opposed to 
him are gaining in strength and fightin’ 


power, if the Hun will ever again reach as 


far south and west as the fateful and historic 
river across which he has twice

In the first place, the criminal does not 
make a good soldier. He is without that kind 
of courage that the good soldier must have; 
more often he is a coward at heart, and a 
bully rather than a brave man, and deficient 
in mora] stamina, which is the prerequisite 
of the efficient fighting man. 

Again, service in the uniform of Uncle 
Sam is an honor, and it is a privilege to be 
enjoyed only by men who are honorable, 
worthy and appreciative of it. It should not 
be degraded by being put on a plane with 
penal servitude. The army, the navy, the 
marine corps must not be sullied by em- 
ployment as a reformatory or a place of pun- 
ishment. No man who does not merit the 
hongr that goes with military service should 
have it; and the man who deserves punish- 
ment should not be permitted to escape his 
deserts by joining the army aad serving with 
men who are imbued only with instincts of 
patriotism and love of home, country and 
humanity—each of which is antithetical to 
the instincts of the criminal. 

Then, too, the presence of criminals in 
their ranks would unavoidably militate 
against the morale of the men who are serv- 
ing out of principle and for the purposes 
which a call to the colors implies. ,General 
Martin said that “a regiment of ex-convicts 
would please no one more than it would 
please the enemy,” and he undoubtedly is 
right. Furthermore, what he said of a regi- 
ment of ex-convicts applies as well to a regi- 
ment of convicted criminals serving in uni- 
form solely as a means of evading the legal 
penalty for their misdeeds against their fel- 
lowmen and society. 

‘The army is no place for men who are 
not honorable, righteously ambitious, law- 
abiding and humanity-loving. The criminals 
belong elsewhere.

control bill, which is intended to rid the livc- 
stock industry in Georgia of the worthless 
dog menace and thereby to remove practical- 
ly the only existing deterrent to sheep-erow- 
ing in this state. 

Each of these bills has the unanimous 
and aggressive backing of the Georgia Land 
Owners’ association, an organizatidn which 
is state-wide in its scope and which has only 
the unselfish, co-operative development of 
Georgia’s unutilized land areas as its objec- 
tive. 

In approving this group of bills and rec- 
ommending favorable action by the géneral 
assembly, the land owners’ organization, the 
Waycross Progress club, and the cham- 
ber of commerce of that city have only given 
expression to the best sentiment of the en- 
tire state, and requested of the legislature 
nothing more than action of the most pro- 
gressive sort and such as is needed, both to 
make Georgia as helpful as possible in the 
winning of the war and to elevate its entire 
standard as a state throughout the years to 
come.

When night fell, a few of us offi- 
cera crept down the long stair into a shell- 
proof room. There we had our pipes and 
gossiped about the events of the day and 
talked with the French captain, our guest, 
who was spending a week studying our sec- 
tor. Finally the time came when we must 
go back into the trench to take our turn in 
the rain. We were putting on our rain coats, 
when, in my happiness, I said, ‘Well, men, 
you should congratulate me. One week from 
tonight I will not be here in this rain and 
mud. I will be-home in England and have 
my little wife and my baby girl. Just one 
week! Seems like seven eternities instead 
of seven days and nights” 

“I little dreamed the little tragedy that 
I had precipitated: My colonel was very 
kind. He told me that he would have his 
permission in three more months. The rest 
of the boys all said nice things. Suddenly 
we realized that the French captain was act- 
ing very strangely -and saying excited 
things with his back toward us. We did not 
know how we had insulted him nor could 
we understand what had happened. Finally 
my colonel said to him: ‘Captain, I hope 
you will have your vacation soon and have 
a chance to go home to your family.’ He 
turned on us like a crazed man. He put his 
fists in the air, he half shouted and half 
sobbed at us. ‘How do you men dare talk 
to me about going home? Your land has 
never been invaded, nor families ruined. 
Home! How can I go home? The Germans 
have had my town for two years and in their 
retreat they carried away my little girl and 
my young wife, and -now the Catholic priest 
has gotten word to me that in six weeks my 
little girl and my young wife will both have 
babes by that wicked officer who carried 
them off.’ And then the Frenchman cursed 
God and cursed the devil! Cursed the ‘kaiser, 
and cursed the fatherland. Oh! It was ter- 
rible, horrible. Doctor, I often wonder how 
you Americans could have left the women 
and girls of Belgium and France in hell for 
two years while you men stood in safety and 
peace.”

that question. History will say that Eng- 
land was the good Samaritan whé helped the 
Belgium that had fallen into the hands of 
the thieves, while Americans were among 
those who passed on the other side.

Charles S. Barrett, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ union, returned from Wash- 
ington yesterday, and tells me the federal 
board of farm organizations has called for 
a conference of farmers of the United States 
to meet in Washington August 27-29, inclu- 
sive, there to take such action as will best 
promote the production of farm crops in

and business men generally to meet the re- 
quirements as to regulating methods, and 
the maintenance of satisfactory and abso- 
lutely fair prices for the 1918 crop.

ON FORESTRY LANDS 


Senator Thad L. Bynum has written 
The Constitution the following letter 
in reference to legislation affecting 
lands in north Georgia desired by the 
government for forest reservation and 
taking issue with a recent letter on 
the same subject in these columns 
from Andrew Gennett 

Editor Constitution: editorial 
page appears in of July 22 of your 
paper an article written by Mr. Andrew 
Gennett, of Franklin, N. C., relative to a 
bill that is now pending in the senate, which 
was introduced by Senator Brown. I hope 
that you will permit me sufficient space 
to discuss this bill. You did not the other 
explanation I gave you. 

The bill that I introduced, which became 
& law in 1917, did not take the right from 
the United States government to condemn 
lands for forest reservation, inasmuch as 
the right to purchase such lands by agree- 
ment with the apparent owner, was pro- 
vided for in the law. This was more than 
what Mr. W. W. Ashe, acting assistant 
forester, who had charge of the acquisition 
of these lands in Georgia, had stated was 
the policy of the government. He had 


On your 


stated that the government's policy wae to} 


purchase from the owner and not by forci- 
ble condemnation. The law of 1917 is more 
lenient than what Mr. Ashe announced to 
be the policy, in that the government, 
through its officials, does not have to find 
the true owner, but only the apparent owner, 
and secure a contract from the latter. 
How Can law Be Hostile? 

How can the law of 1917 he hostile to 
the United States government when the 
policy of the officials of the bureau of 
forestry has been adopted? I favored what 
Mr. Ashe stated was the policy of the gov- 
ernment. He now opposes the same and 
is joined by my good friend, Mr. Andrew 
Gennett, who does not happen to live in 
the state of Georgia, nor does Mr. Ashe. 

There are no greedy landholders in the 
northern part of Georgia, so far as I know, 
as has been stated by Mr. Andrew Gen- 
nett, unless they are land corporations, and 
they usually get a larger price for their 
land than any other kind of an owner. 
The record will disclose that the officials 
of the government have been paying to 
such owners larger prices than they have 
been to small owners, and the small owners 
have been accepting smaller prices in some 
instances because they were not in a fi- 
nancial position to contest the value of their 
claims. Hence one necessity for the law in 
question. 

It is true that a Georgia jury would pass 
upon the value of these lands, but the 
testimony in behalf of the government has 
always come from experts employed by the 
bureau of forestry sufficient to be of, at 
least, equal weight and expert in its nature 
to have its bearing, besides requiring the

No Feud With U. S. Official. 

Mr. Andrew Gennett stated, that my per- 
sonal opposition to the repeal of this law 
seems to arise partly out of a sense of pride, 
which naturally makes me reluctant to take 
back something I have done, and partly out 
of a sense of anger at one of the govern- 
ment officials with whom, he alleges, I had 
a bitter feud. I have had no bitter feud 
with any government official, and I believe 
if I am not broad enough in my views to 
reverse my judgment in the event I should 
be wrong, the other 43 senators of Georgia, 
who are cool-headed business men, will 
discover the real principles 
Senator Brown's bill, and vote according 
to the dictates of their conscience without 
being informed how to cast their votes by 
a man who acknowledges to being per- 
sonally interested in the passage of the bill 
I assure the 
people of Georgia that if I thought that it 
was the wishes of the majority of the peo- 
ple that I represent of the mountainous sec- 
tion, as well as to the best interests of 
the state, I would be the first man to in- 
troduce a bill to repeal the law of 1917. 

Mr. Gennett stated in his article that I 
was thoroughly conscientious, but that I 
was not conscious of being influenced by 
certain motives. If this should be true, the 
her 43 senators will certainly discover 
the same without having a man from the 
state of North Carolina to tell them He 
also stated that knowledge of the facts 
should assist my fellow members in gaug- 
ing the weight of my opposition to Senator 
Brown’s bill. The language in the law of 
1917 and in Senator Brown’s bill is written 
in English. Dach senator can read the same 
for himself and understand the meaning, 
and if I should undertake to construe the 
meaning of the language used in these two 
bills ‘to be something different from what 
it is, why wouldn’t the other 43 senators 


have sense enough to understand it with- 


out having a man personally interested in 
the matter to tell them? You do not see 
articles in the paper written by north 
Georgians advocating the repeal of the law 
of 1917. All this comes from other sections. 
All of the lands sought to be acquired is 
located in north Georgia. The representa- 
tives, so far as I have learned, who come 
from the mountainous section, are not in 
favor of the repeal of the law of 1917, but 
they may consent to a modification, and I 
telieve will, but they want a modification 
which is reasonable, and which will protect 
their homesteads and agricultural lands as 
well as permit them to retain a sufficient 
acreage for pasturage and timber to be 
utilized on their agricultural lands. 

Mr. Gennett is not willing to concede 
them this right, hence the reason he and 
I cannot agree. The- officials of the gov- 
ernment have not indicated that they would 
not agree to the pro tion that I have 
submitted as a modification of the of 
1917. I am willing to leave it to the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia as to whether or 
not my views in regard to Senator Brown’s 
hill are correct. Not only this, but I am 
willing to leave it to the people of Georgia. 
I‘ Shall further discuss the questions in- 
volved later. i am now needing to give 
my attention to other duties.

The most important matter that has 
yet confronted the senate came up be- 
fore that body yesterday in the shape 
of the tax and revenue bill offered as 
a substitute for the tax bill of the 
house by the finance committee of the 
senate, with Senator DeJarnette, of the 
twenty-eighth district, chairman. An 
approximate increase of $750,000 in the 
annual income is provided by this bill, 
13 sections of which were adopted Mon- 
day. These sections deal with the as- 
sessment of businéss and octupations 
and the rest of the bill will de dealt 
with today. ) 

Senator DeJarnette made an eloquent 
speech before the senate before the bill 
was ta up, showing the need in 
Georgia for more revenue and the mer- 
its of the measure in providing for 
the same. 

The senator showed the constitution 
provides the payment of $100,000 and 
$340,000 interest annually on the bond- 
ed state debt. This has to be taken 
from the income of the state before the 
revenue can be touched for any other 
purpose. He also pointed out that the 
deficit in the state treasury for the 
present year was $451,000, and that be- 
cause of the growing demands from the 
departments of the state this deficit 
would be doubled this year unless some 
steps were taken to alleviate the situa- 
tion, 

Will Net Meet Needs. 


He showed that the present system 
of ad valorem taxation would not meet 
the growing needs of the state, declar- 
ing that it was “obsolete, antiquated 
and inadequage.” Then the merits of 
the new sysmem were pointed out, 
which contemplate the taxing of about 
100 businesses of the state as well as 
certain notes and securities, all of which 
would boost the income about three- 
quarters of a million dollars annually. 

Going further he stated that “while 


|Georgians are rich, Georgia is pitifully 


poor, poor hecause the laws are not 
provided by which she may get the 
taxes which are due her.“ 

“The wise man,” he said, “does not 
live in the present or the past, but looks 
into the future, so the. committee in 
suggesting a remedy for the present 
emergency looked further. This bill 
would lift Georgia from her present 
state to the place of the star state of 
the union.” 
| The necessity was then pointed out 
by the speaker for the creation of a 
tax commission to revise the present 
laws now existing in Georgia along the 
lines indicated in the bill. 

After Mr. DeJarnette finished the 
senate began to take the bill up, sec- 
tion by section and act on each part 
in order. Thirteen of the ‘sections 
dealing with the taxes of business and 
occupations were covered. All of the 
provisions of the bill are intended to 
become effective January 1, 1919, and 
to last for a period of two years.

The house devoted most of its morn- 
ing session Monday to consideration 
‘of the budget bill, which passed with 
an amendment by a vote of 111 to 2.

The substitute offered by Mr. Piek- 
ett, instead of making the appropria- 
tions mandatory, will merely make 
recommendations for their passage, 
very much as is now done by the ap- 
propriations committee of the house. 


Mr. Williams, of Meriwether, intro- 
duced a bill providing for the creation 
of the office of state superintendent 
of printing and purchasing agent, at a 
salary of $3,600 per year. he duties 
of the superintendent would be the 
control of all state printing, and the 
securing of competitive bids on all 
stationery and printing of the various 
state departments.

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Colonel Hubbard, of Geor- 
gia Tech, Gives Interest- 
ing Information to Civilian 
Applicants in Statement to 
Constitution—Men for the 
First Session Arrive at 
Gordon. ; 


A written statement from Lieutenant 
Colonel E. W. Hubbard, professor of 
military science at the Georgia School 
of Technology, explaining the correct 
method of applying for admission to 
the central officers’ training camps and 
giving some interesting information as 
to when civilian applicants will be ac- 
cepted in the training camps, has been 
received by The Constitution. 

It is generally known that all civilian 
applications must be made on regular 
forms to the nearest professor of mili- 
tary tactics and science, und Colonel 
Hubbard at Tech has been deluged 
with applications, some 160 being re- 
ceived during the first two days of the 
opening of applications. 

At the time of making his statement 
concerning the applications of civilians, 
Colonel Hubbard was at Fort Monroe. 
He is expecting to be back in ample 
time to act upon applications. His 
statement is as follows: 

Acted On In Order. 

“Applications must be made in- 
formally ‘and are listed and will be 
acted on by me as far as possible in 
the order of receipt. All received by 
August 1 will be then acted on so that 
there may be no delay at this end in 
entering. Each application must be 
on regular form and accompanied by 
the medical examination and three 
recommendations as to character. Each 
applicant will be notified when to ap- 
pear in person. 

“I have visited Gordon and Hancock 
camps in person and find that no men 
will be admitted at Gordon before 
August 15, and none before September 
15 at Hancock, and probably a small 
number then. Thus it will be seen that 
there is no rush as many have in- 
ferred from the original announcement 
made in the press. 

“Men will be notified by the camp 
authorities when to report at camp, 
and as long in advance as possibie. 
If, in the case of any man, it is found 
he is unsuited to pursue the course he 
may be ordered to regular.duty with 
the replacement troops. Each must 
enlist for the period of the war. 

Long Delays Probable. 

“The minimum requirements for ad- 

mission are a high school education 
or equivalent. For field artillery con- 
siderable more knowledge of mathe- 
matics is required. The schools run 
continuously, admitting and graduat- 
ing a class each month. Applications 
may be made at any time to the mili- 
tary professor. 
“After I pass on a man it may be 
months before he is summoned to camp, 
and men should arrange their business 
affairs accordingly. The order of call 
to camp has not been determined. 
Numbers called each month will depend 
upon the accommodations available. 
As some of the men now in camp have 
had some training at other schools 
there will be some vacancies from 
August on, but it is easily seen that 
the full number of vacancies will not 
occur before November 15, when the 
first full four-months’ men graduate. 

“I can give no assurance that men 
will be called in the order of their ap- 
Plications, as after the papers are for- 
warded by me the matter is out of my 
hands.”

Some new means of getting coal to the

It would re- 
quire little or no steel in its construction, 
and the amount of manual bor required 
for its construction would be small, and for 
its maintenance would be negligible. 
(c The construction of this canal would 
bring the Mississippi and its tributaries, 
draining over one-half of the United States, 
to the Atlantic seaboard. The economic 
value of this in developing, stimulating, 
transporting and marketing the products 
of that section are too far-reaching to be 
discussed within the compass of this paper— 
and- many of them are too evident to need 
even -emuneration. 

( By providing adequate transporta- 
tion facilities via the canal to Cumberland 
sound and by making available there coal, 
ofl, food and other agricultural and min- 
eral products the port presents an ideal 
location for dry docks, repair shops, ward- 
houses, coaling piers and supply depots for 
materials needed in- the conduct of the 
war. It gives another Atlantic port avall- 
able for all purposes, if by any chance the 
enemy should battle up Hampton Roads. It 
offers an ideal location for dry docks and 
repair shops because of its accessibility from 
the ocean and its strategic location. 

(®) The military value of a ship canal 
connecting the Atlantic with the gulf and 
eutting off the peninsular of Florida is 
worthy of consideration. Moreover, in the 
presence of actual U-boat activities the 
value of this protected waterway, even as a 
barge lock canal, bringing the Mississippi 
to the Atlantic ocean, is apparent. 

(f) Nearly all of the country’s activities 
and production in war time have no value 
in times of peace. When peace ‘is de- 
clared our guns, ammunition, airplanes, 
etc.. are largely useless. But this canal. 
constructed as a war measure, would have 
a continuing, enduring and greater value 
after peace was declared. To construct it 
would be not only to meet a crying need 
of the war situation, but would be a prepa- 
ration for peace and for the economic con- 
ditions and problems then confronting us. 


II. 
Value of Canal in Peace. 


(a) The United States is building a 
great mercantile marine. The maintenance 
of our supremacy in ocean traffic will de- 
pend not only on ships, but on provisions 
of adequate coaling stations, dry docks, re- 
pair yards. etc., at strategic points. As the 
most southerly deep water coal port on 
the Atlantic seaboard, situated 6500 miles 
nearer the Panama canal than is Hampton 
Roads, and situated so close to the sea that 
pilotage and towage charges are unneces- 
sary, and as the point to which the prod- 
ucts of the Mississippi basin will be drain- 
ed. Cumberland sound will be one of the 
most important: ports on the Atlantic. A 
straight course can be laid to it from the 
British Isles and vessels for Panama can 
lay a direct course from Cumberland sound 
to the straits of Florida. 

(b) The need for a south Atlantic deep 
water port in the economic development of 
our country is fully covered in the state- 
ment of Governor Dorsey, of Georgia, is- 
sued in calling the conference at St. Mary’s 
on June 10 and 11. This statement can be 
secured on application to Governor Dorsey 
at Atlanta. :

Conclusion. 


As an emergency war measure, it would 
seem that the construction of this canal 
is necessary. The high character and 
proven patriotism of the men urging itg 
immediate construction, justify careful oon“ 
sideration of the suggestion. No one knows 
when the war will end. Everyone knows 
that the coal situation is serious. Some radi- 
cal method of meeting the coal needs of 
ourselves and our allies must be provided. 
This must be done, whatever the cost. The 
proposed canal, according to the estimate 
of the chief engineers, can be constructed 
as a barge lock canal, cheaper than a 
railroad can be built from coal to tide- 
water. It will be a permanent internal 
improvement, steadily developing the re-

GERMAN METAL CONTROL 
DESTROYED IN AMERICA 


Washington, July 22.—Germah con- 
trol of the metal industry in America 
has been wiped out by Alien Property 
Custodian Palmer in the seiure of 
several of the largest metal concerns 
in the United States with ramifications 
into South America, Mexico and Can- 
ada. 


Mr. Palmer announced today that he 
had taken over the business of Vo- 
gelstein & Co., Inc., of New York city, 
with assets of more than $9,000,000, 
and Beer, Sondheimer & Co,, Inc., of 
New York ote with assets of up- 
wards of $5,000,000, 

In addition the custodian has seized 
the enemy-owned interest in the 
American Metals company, controlling 
somé sixteen companies in this coun- 
try and South America, and dalmerth 
& Co., of New York, dealers in silver 
bullion, with a capitalization of $1,- 
000,000. F. Stallforth, principal stock 
holder in the latter company, is now 
interned at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. 

Seizure of these companies resulted 
from investigations into the eneral 
metal situation being made by Francis 
P. Garvan, of the alien property cus- 
todian’s office. 

It was revealed the Beer-Sondheimer 
and Vogelstein companies were closely 
affiliated with the German Metal 
Gesselschaft, which for some years 
has dominated the entire metal market 
of the world, and that they, with the 
American Metals company, controlled 
most of the principal metal and smelt- 
ing companies of this country, either 
by complete ownership of stock or by 
representation in the directorates. 

Mr. Palmer’s announcement said that 
the Vogelstein-Beer and Sondheimer 
companies had endeavored to cover up 
the German ownership of théir assets 
by än Americanizing process under- 
taken after the war began, but that 
their ownership was only “thinly dis- 
guised.” 

These two companies are believed by 
Mr. Garvan to have supplied Germany 
with vast quantities of copper, zinc and 
other necessary war materials after the 
war began, and their activity in this 


respect did not cease until after the 


United States entered the war.

Columbus, Ga., ng 4 22.—(Special.)—

General McComb Is Dead; 
Only Five Generals Lett 
Who Fought for South 


Gordonsville; Va., July 22.—The death 

at Ris home here yesterday of Briga- 
dier General William McComb leaves 
only five surviving general officers of 
the army of the-Confederacy. They are 
General William Ruffin. Cox, of Rich- 
mond; General Roger A. Pryor, of New 
York; General Marcus J. Wright, of 
Washington; General Felix H. Robert- 
son, of Waco, Texas, and General E. 
Melvor Law, of Bartow, Fla. 

General McComb was a native of 
Pennsylvania. He went to Montgom- 
ery county, Tenn., about 1856, to en- 
gage in superintending the construc-, 
tion of a large flouring mill at Price’s 
Landing, on the Cumberland river. 

At the beginning of the civil war he 
enlisted as a private in one of the 
companies of the 14th Tennessee regi- 
ment. He was promoted to lieutenant 
soon afterward, and was made adju- 
tant of the regiment by Colonel W. A. 
Forbes. This régiment was part of the 
brigade of General S. R. Anderson in 
the Cheat mountain campaign in north- 
west Virginia, and with the rest of 
Loring’s division shared in the hard- 


ships of Stonewall Jackson’s winter 
campaign in Bath, Hancock and Rom- 
ney. V 

At the reorganization of the regi- 
ment at Yorktown, in the winter of 
1862, William McComb was elected 
major. As such he took part in the 
battle of Seven Pines, where the brig- 
ade commander, General Hatton, was 
killed. General James Archer was then 
placed in command of this brigade. At 
the battle of Cedar Run, Lieutenant 
Colonel George Harrell was mortally 
wounded and McComb succeeded him. 

In the second battle of Manassas, 
Colonel Forbes was killed, and McComb 
became colonel of the 14th Tennessee, 
September 2, 1862. At the battle of 
Chancellorsville, Colonel McComb was 
wounded, and did not recover in time 
a 3 part in the battle of Gettys- 
urg. 

On the death of General Archer, his 
brigade was consolidated with that of 
General Bush Rod Johnson. Colonel 
McComb was placed in command, re- 
ceiving his commission as brigadier 
general on January 20, 1865.
